The Southern Campaign. 


croakings of those prophets of evil about the 
““Secimation of Northern troops by pestilence,” 
will be realized. It is a mistaken notion thata 
Southern ¢limate is necessarily unheal'hy. Our 
camps may, of course, be ravaged by epidemics 
peculiar to Southern climates ; but the camps 
of our enemies will ran the same risk of being 
similarly visited. The same influences that 
would breed pestilence among our troops, 
would breed it emong those of the enemy en- 
camped a few miles distant. Disease is a two- 
edged sword that may cut South as well as 
North. The troops that are the best clothed 
and fed when well, and the best nursed when 
sick, will be most likely to escape “ decimation 
by pestilence.”’ 


Chaplains in the Army. 
From a letter of the Secretary of War to the 
House of Representatives, giving a list of the 
Chaplains in the service, we fod that there are 
four bundr.d and seventy-two chaplains in 
the army.

SLAVERY PERPETUAL. 

The question that must soon be met and 
answered as to how this war must be 
ended, and what is to be done with slavery, 
is one of the gravest nature and involves tre- 
mendous results. Already men are turn- 
ing over and discussing these great prob- 
lems, and the conclusions which are reach- 
ed, and the measures which are prepared, 
agree in all respects with the views and 
sentiment, of those who hold and defend 
them, entertain on the subject of slavery. 
There are men North as well as South who 
believe in maintaining and defending the 
peculiar institution; who if they do not 
hold that slavery is of divine origin and 
sanction, and right in all ages and in every 
land, yet believe that is is best for us in our 
country end at this day; that the only ex- 
pedient and every way most desirable re 
lation which can exist between blacks and 
whites while they live together in the same 
country, is that of master and slave; and 
hence if it be impessible that the negro 
should be removed and colonized in other 
regions, the institution must be perpetual 
in the alave States. 

The men who hold this kind of opinion 


} are pot in favor of any policy which tends 


to destroy slavery; they hate any measure, 
and the authors and defenders of any meas- 
ures, which tend even remotely to relieve a 
black man from his disabilities, and give 
bim his rights. Bo palpable _to their 
eyes are tue untold evils and dreadful re- 
sults ot setting the negroes free and leaving 
them to dwell here, that they would resist 
such a preposition by all and any means in 
their power. It must not be supposed that 
this class of men are confined tothe South ; 
on the contrary, they exist in great numbers 
North; and as the only way in which they 
ean be reconciled go ending slavery is by 
colonizing the negro, a plan which seems 
almost impracticable, they are virtually 
and really in favor of upholding and de- 
fending slavery. 

A person with these views 1s obstinately 
and bitterly against confiscation: he rises 
up in flercest oppesition to President Lin- 
coln’s proposal for gradual emancipation, 
even if the owner Bhould be paid full price 
for his slaves. | 

On the same grounds, these advocates 
of slavery should oppose, as in fact we 
know they always have during the war, 
any order, proclamation, or action; any 
march or any halt; advance or retreat; ta- 
king of prisoners or releasing them; any 
thing to be commanded or prohibited, 
which seemed in any way to threaten in- 


jury or destruction to this cherished insti- 


tution. To their minds the Constitution 
was framed especially to guard slavery 
above any other interest ; for this purpose 
the Union was established ; and this Union 
is to be preserved and this Constitntion tobe 


enforced so that slavery shall enjoy perfect 


protection, and none of its rights nor priv- 
ileges be diminished or abolisher 

There is a difference of imimens 
between consending for the Constu‘ion 
and the Union as the best and only means 
to guard the lite of Slavery and secure its 


blessings to ourselves and tg our posterity, 


and the opposing and better policy of the 
Fathers; which was, while they faithfully 
performed and lived up to all the guaran- 
tees and obligations of that instrument to- 
wards Slavery, yet always to regard it as 


an injurious and mischievous institution ; 
which from its very matare so evil and 
wrong, could only have a 
ence in this chosen land of liberty; and so 
administer the Government that this oppro- 
bious and wicked relation should be done 
awgy with and forgotten, while the Consti- 
tution remained and secured the blessings 
of liberty to themselves and their posteri- 
ty forever.

AN ENGLISHMAN’S LETTER. 
The English Government, and Phople in 
(Special Correspondence of the Chicago Tribute. } 

Oxrorp, Feb. 25th, 1568. 

My very soul has been bowed down by the 

troubles of your country. Great were my | 
hopes and thanksgivings japon the election of 
Mr. Linco, and great the anxiety upon the 
development of the slave-holder's conspiracy. 
Never was anew government so beset, be- 
_trayed, peralyzed. [saw all: all the enormous 
political difficulties with the border States, 
and with the old Democratic organization and 
pro-slavery tendencies in the North. I saw, 
too, and deplored the misfortune of the long 
interval between the vote and the imaagura- 
tion. Then it was that etfra constitutional 
action was required ; then the Governors and 
jeaders of the free States should, in more or 
less secret council, have met conspiracy by 
union and by action. But there was neither 
the clear, statesmanlike perception, nor, per- 
haps, sufficient moraPadvancement in either 
leaders or people, so to have met the traitora. 
The South had morally subjugated the North 
before attempting the destruction of the Union. 
All the while, I have not reproached or hardly 
judged the Government, contrary to the gen- 
eral opinion both here and to some extent 
with you. I have affirmed that, apart from 
emancipation, this cause is a great one—great 
beyond estimate. If it saved the territories, and 
80 limited the area of slavery, that, I have said, 
was the girdling of the tree. I saw, or thought

My informant left New Orleans three weeks 
ago. At that time the citizens were expect- 
ing an attack of the Federalists daily, the re 
sult of which would bee sure success to our 
armé, aé the defenses of the city are unimpor- 
tant, comprising only two or three forts, 
mountivg seven guns in all, and of small calli- 
bre. Seven gunboats were in process of con- 
struction, three to be plated with boiler iron, 
and four with railroad tron. The boiler plated 
boats were by no means formidable, and could 
uo moment withstand an attack of our 
gunboats, but iLe olated ones were 
very long, sharp and fast, and altacuzh vul- 
nerable In many places, still were possesseu 
of great strength and might prove formidable 
opponents to our fleet. 

UNION FEELING IN NEW ORLBANS, 

There are a large number of Union men 
even in New Orleans, more cspecially in the 
heavy business circles, among merchants who 
have sagacity enough to see the direction in 
which their interests lie. The French Creole 
population almost wumanimouely entertain 
strong Union sentiments, and were it not for 
the native pride and strong influence attach- 
ing to the name of beauregard, the Louisiana 
regiments would be entirely destitute of 
French soldiers. Many of the citizens who 
are of Northern nativity, and others who are 
attached to the North by business interests or 
consanguincal relations, are also sincere in 
their professions of allegiance, and only await 
the proper opportunity to prove theimfevotion 
by thelr actions. 1% is ou!y your native born 
Southerner, the orvner of a sagar or 
cotton estate and a gang of slaves, who ia 
duiges in a bombastic and ridiculous Biate 
pride, and swears by Jeff Davis as the only 
true prophet, who really is @ secessionist at 
heart. But even this class ofpeople are disheart- 
ened by the late Federal victories and now see 
no path to an ultimate success. They keep 
up the cry, “repel the tyrant and his minions 
from our sacred soil,’’ and coolly talk of anni- 
hilation as the price of Northern conquest. 
Pride is the great motor which le used to keep 
up the interest of their troops. Woman's in- 
fluence in the South is perhaps more potent 
than In the North, at least for evil, and an uare- 
stricted use is therefore made of it. It is through 
woman that the strongest appeals are made 
to the soldiery; woman's smile is to reward 
them upon their return, flashed with victory ; 
woman's eyes are to watch over them on the 
field and in the camp; woman's charms are to 
be reserved for those Who go forth to the bat- 
tle, and denied to those who stay at home.

and giving what succor was possible to those 
who were injured but still living. The engine 
und baggage cars came to this city and hastily 


cial train—which was duly signalled as soon 
as the accident occurred—came down, bring- 
ing the regiment, including the dead and 
wounded. 


THE WRECK. 

In company with the Coroner, his jury, and 
a few other citizens, our reporter visited the 
scene of the digaster, by special train, at noon, 
and took a survey of the scene of desolation 
and ruin there visible. The work of destraction 
was complete. Five cars lay wrecked, upon the 
ground, in a manner that clearly revealed the 
sudden and vielent manner in which this fatal 
-crash was visited upon the bewildered sol- 
diers. On all sides lay innumerable frag- 
ments of the demolished cars; wheels, axles, 
trucks, rods, bolts, cushions, seats, &c., in- 
termingled with broken swords, torn gar- 
ments, and buman bloed covering the ground 
for many rods. It wasa sickening sight, 
when viewed in connection with the fact of 
such a loss of life; yet it seems almost incredi- 
ble that there were not at least five times as 
many more killed outright as there were. 

THE DEAD. 

The dead bodies of the ten victims were yes- 
terday placed in the old depot building of the 
Railroad Company, and are to be conveyed 
back to their bereaved friends, from whom 
they so recently parted. One poor fellow was 
most horribly mangled. His head and face 
were smashed into a pulpy form utterly be- 
yond recognition ; one of his feet was crushed 
to a jelly, splintered bones, mangled ficsh 
and torn sinews protruding from his easan- 
guined uniform. The other foot was so nearly 
severed at the ankle that but a mcre 
strip of skin held it. One of his legs 
was half cut fthrongh just below the 
knee. It wasa sight so appalling as not 
even the battle-field may rarely furnish {ts par- 
allel.

A new and important meaning has been as- 
signed to the raid of the Merrimac. There is 
reasdn to believe that the sole object of the 
iron-plated monster in appearing as she did, 
and destroying the blockading squadron at the 
mouth of the James River, was, to enable the 
two emailer rebel vessels, the Yorktown and 
Jamestown, to pass down the stream, and up

being to remodel and reconstruct ihem at 
Gosport as irop-plated steamers, to co-operate 
at some time not far distant, with the Merri- 
mac, in an attack upon all the Federal ship- 
pieg in the harbor.
